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The Clockhouse needs your help! 


A COMMUNITY fighting fund has been 
launched in a bid to raise hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds to save a popular village pub. 

The Clockhouse Inn in Chideock was destroyed in a 
fire on April 6th and since then, the pub, owned by Mike 
and Helen Long, has been gutted, made safe and secured 
by scaffolding. 

The cost of rebuilding it is £475,000 but, after talks 
with their insurers, the Longs say they are only likely 
only to receive £202,000. 

They say they will either have to sell the site or raise 
an extra £275,000, which will cover the cost of rebuild¬ 
ing the 16th century pub and the costs of the scaffolding. 

The family are staying in Chideock, but with no income 
or building works starting on the pub, they face being 
homeless from April. 

Now, customers, residents and supporters of the family 
are rallying together to set up a fundraising page online 
in a bid to raise £290,000. 

Mr Long said: “On Easter Monday our world was torn 
apart. Our three-generation family-run business burned 
to the ground, taking with it every single possession that

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we owned, things that can never be replaced. 

“The pub was a 500-year-old, grade two listed thatched 
property and was the hub of our local community.” 

He added: “Our insurance company are playing the 
usual games, which is so unfair at this horrible time of 
our lives. 

“They [the insurance company] say I should be insured 
for £1.3 million, I’m only insured for £560,000 and the 
rebuild is £475,000 but somehow I am underinsured.” 

Mr Long said that he had taken regulatory and legal ad¬ 
vice but said that would take up to two years and that he 
would be homeless and with no income from April on¬ 
wards. 

The Go Fund Me page 
was set up on Thursday 
(September 10th) and at 
the time of going to press, 
the page had raised £2,843 
with nearly 1,500 shares on 
social media. 

But there is a long way to 
go to raise the funds 
needed and Mr and Mrs 
Long need to raise it 
quickly in order to start re¬ 
building works. 

It was estimated that 
work would start this 
month but due to disagree¬ 
ments with the insurance 
company, it is unknown 


when or if the work will commence. 

“Please help us raise the shortfall so that we may return 
to doing what we do best,” added Mr Long. 

“Please help with whatever you can. We will be eter¬ 
nally grateful and the party is on us if we ever get there. 

“If every person we reach could just donate £1, we 
would be home and dry. 

“Names would be on plaques around the pub for years 
to come as saviours of the Clockhouse Inn plus an invite 
to the relaunch party with food and drink - sounds like a 
£1 well spent to me.” 

The appeal has also caught the attention of comedian 
A1 Murray who retweeted the link to the fundraising page 
on Twitter and supporters are sharing the Go Fund Me 
page.

BOB Carter lives in Honiton with his wife Ros 
and works with Honiton Cats Protection, a 
charity that helps cats find new homes. He 
has risen from adopter, to secretary, to the 
new co-ordinator of the branch. 


• HOW did you become involved with Honiton 
Cats Protection? 

My wife would be classed as an Ailurophile, and 
started fostering with Honiton cats Protection in 
1992, and I helped her with looking after the foster 
cats and going on home visits. 

In 2003 I became Secretary for the Branch, and 
continued with assisting my wife fostering, catching 
strays occasionally, going to checkthe suitability of 
homes, when people want to adopt cats etc. 


• WHAT are the most rewarding things about 
helping animals? 

Fostering can be very rewarding, Late one night 
we picked up a cat from Turks Head. It was badly 
injured as its collar was around her head and paw. 
After many visits to the vets, her injury was no bet¬ 
ter, so the vets did a skin graft, which, after three 
months' care did the job. Following advertising 
Phoebe, as we called her, was reunited with her 
original owners. She had been gone for more than 
a year, and the owners had given her up for lost, 
so it really was a happy ending. 



Getting enough volunteers to help with fostering 
the cats in our care, and also to help in our shop 
in the High street, which is our biggest source of 
weekly income, in order to be able to do what we 
do. We do need another fosterer and shop volun¬ 
teers are welcomed with open arms. 


• APART from fostering cats what other aims 
does Honiton Cats Protection have? 

One of Cats Protection's aims is to try to stop too 
many unwanted cats. This year we have been run¬ 
ning a scheme for neutering and microchipping 
for the EX14 area for £10. Last year we neutered 
266 cats, and this year so far about 100, we hope 
in the long term this will assist in reducing home¬ 
less felines. 


Being involved in this work also has sometimes 
unintended results, in the last few years some of 
the foster cats have "adopted" us and have come 
out of the pen into our home and we wouldn't be 
without them now! 


• ANY unusual incidents? 

WE had a mother with some six-week-old kittens, 
who had not been socialised. My wife Ros warned 
me that they were a bit feral, but I said they were 
only six weeks and needed to be handled, I picked 
one up, and within an instant the kitten had sunk 
his teeth in my little finger, they only have their 
baby teeth at that stage, but it was like a few nee¬ 
dles going in! It was slightly embarrassing going 
to Honiton A&E to get it seen to! (I needed a large 
tetanus jab). 


• WHAT other challenges does the organisa¬ 
tion face? 


• YOU'VE been fostering cats from the Cats 
Protection since 1992? 

I HAVE always had cats, from a very young age and 
they never stop being entertaining. We had a "cat 
proof"fence built around our back garden, partly 
to let some of the foster cats have a bit more free¬ 
dom. At the time we had two cats called Betty and 
Boop, who we let out in the fenced area. Within 
about two minutes of being let out, Boop had 
climbed the fence, and got onto the roof of the 
bungalow, and we then spent the next hour trying 
to coax her down! These two cats were homed to 
a lady in Honiton, who soon became ourTreasurer, 
so cats help with making new friends! 


• YOU became the co-coordinator of the 
branch, what's that like? 

It can be quite challenging at times dealing with 
some difficult issues, there are occasions when 
you need to take some difficult decisions, for ex¬ 
ample if a cat has serious health problems, but 
there are fortunately many more times when we 
find a lovely new owner a feline companion, and 
we get photos of the adopted cat in their new 
home.

• HOW many members does Honiton Branch 
have? 

We are a small branch covering the EX14 area and 
have between 30 to 40 members, membership is 
only £8 a year and you get our small magazine 
three times a year to keep you in touch with every¬ 
thing. 

HOW many cats do you help each year? 

Last year we rehomed 42 cats, and kittens, to¬ 
gether with helping reuniting strays with their 
owners, ferals and other cats in need. 


• DOES any of your funding go to the national 
organisation? 

No, all monies raised in the shop or other fundrais¬ 
ing goes directly to help cats and kittens in the 
Honiton area only. We do get a grant to help with 
neutering, but we keep all money that we raise in 
the area. We really are a local charity. 
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Residents encouraged to make the most of faster broadband 


BRIDPORT residents and business owners are being 
encouraged to make the most of superfast broad¬ 
band in the area and take up the service.

And leaders of Superfast Dorset are urging more 
households with access to sign up to ensure the 
project is a success. 

Dugald Lockhart, Superfast Dorset programme 
lead, said:"Superfast broadband can bring you ben¬ 
efits, whoever you are. 

"Businesses can improve profitability through 
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making efficiencies, enabling staff to work more 
flexibly and allowing sales teams to reach more cus¬ 
tomers. 

"For families, everyone can be online at the same 
time, whether they are shopping, watching catch¬ 
up TV, doing homework or downloading music. 

"And for people living alone, faster broadband 
means they can keep in touch with family and 
friends more easily through social media or Skype. 

"Bridport was the first town enabled through our 
programme, we would like to see more people ben- 
efitting by getting better connected." 

Residents will have to contact their Internet Serv¬ 


ice Provider (ISP) to take up the service, as internet 
connection does not upgrade automatically. 

The current rollout continues to progress 
throughout Dorset, and to date has provided access 
to more than 55,000 properties. 

In West Dorset, this includes new availability in 
Bridport, Burton Bradstock, Nettlecombe, Power- 
stock, Puncknowle, Corscombe and parts of 
Beaminster. 

Work to provide fibre broadband has started in 
the Marshwood Vale area and Superfast Dorset are 
still working with Highways England to bring fibre 
to Chideock, Morcombelake and properties near 
the East Road (Texaco) roundabout in Bridport. 

Businesses are also being encouraged to apply for 
connection vouchers to help cover installation costs 
of better broadband. 

The scheme, which is on a first come, first served

Passengers sustain minor injuries after car leaves road 


TWO people sustained only minor 
injuries after their car left the road 
in Morcombelake last Friday (Sep¬ 
tember 11th).

Sports trust celebrates anniversary 


THIS year marks the 40th anniversary of Bridport 
and West Dorset Sports Trust, the charity behind the 
town's leisure centre, and members are inviting the 
public and their loyal customers to celebrate this 
milestone with them. 

Members are hosting a free open day for visitors 
to find out more about the clubs that call the centre 
home, what they do and what they offer. 

Members of Bridport's rugby club, cricket club, 
squash and racketball club and swimming club will 
be demonstrating games, encouraging people to 
have a go and offering information on what they do 
for the day as part of the anniversary. 

A hog roast will also be available for hungry 
visitors and the centre will be open for a day 
of free swimming, including a 'Big Splash'fun ses¬ 
sion. 

The trust was formed in 1975 but the history of the

Tony Palmer gifted the undeveloped field to the 


trust after indication from planning authorities that 
planning permission would be granted for residen¬ 
tial development, on what is now Watton Park, if the 
proceeds were to be used to provide leisure facili¬ 
ties. 

The trust applied for and obtained planning per¬ 
mission and sold the land to a developer. The sale 
was completed in 1984 and the proceeds used to¬ 
wards the building of the original leisure centre, 
completed in 1986. 

Nick Neale, general manager at Bridport Leisure 
Centre, said: "This is a big occasion for the trust and 
the clubs are an intrinsic part of the centre, so we 
want to invite the public and our loyal customers to 
this free open day to mark this milestone. 

"Clubs will be showcasing what they offer and vis¬ 
itors will have the opportunity to try for themselves 
and even sign up to be a member of the various 
clubs. 

"We hope as many people as possible will join us 
in celebrating 40 years of the sports trust and find 
out more about the history of Bridport Leisure Cen¬ 
tre and its clubs."

Promoting'substantial harm'

The premise'Ignoring the condi¬ 
tion of the buildings is likely to 


jeopardise the future of the site', is 
an absurd statement. Only the 
landowner can ignore the condi¬ 
tion, and in David's mind this war¬ 
rants a reward? 

To say English Heritage is'happy' 
about anything in these plans is 
simply not true. 

One EH publication reads: 'St 
Michael's is perceived to be the 
most dramatic illustration charac¬ 
terising the 19th century expan¬ 
sion of Bridport's cordage industry'. 

Reminder-The Planning Officer's 
recommendation to refuse reads: 
'These buildings are heritage assets 
and their cumulative loss would re¬ 
sult in substantial harm to the char¬ 
acter of the Bridport Conservation 
Area which would not be mitigated 


by any public benefits to the 
scheme as a whole'. 

In this proposal 65 per cent of de¬ 
molished workspace would not be 
replaced, and the remaining is lim¬ 
ited to office use for which there is 
no demand. 

With a record of so many plan¬ 
ning problems, the scheme still re¬ 
sembles an attempt to push a 
square peg into a round hole. 

For renovating historic buildings 
and creating a genuine increase in 
employment opportunities, grants 
and funding are available to non¬ 
profit making societies - exactly 
why Enterprise St Michael's was 
created.

Ready to work together - if good will is there 


■ LAST week we read an impassioned plea by a West 
Allington resident for WDDC to hurry up and allow 
houses to be built on St Michael’s Trading Estate, and as 
a community society representing over 500 local people 
with the exact opposite idea it would be wrong not to re¬ 
spond. 

We do agree that St Michael’s is in urgent need of res¬ 
cue, however let’s not forget that it is the conscious de¬ 
cision of the site’s owners not to maintain their property 
which has brought it to this. Spending just a half of their 
£330,000 annual rent income on repairs would rapidly 
make a vast difference. 

Ninety-three small to medium sized businesses em¬ 
ploying over 200 local people are based on St Michael’s. 
If the owners’ housing scheme were to go forward that 
would mean demolition of historic net and twine manu¬ 
facturing buildings essential to Bridport’s unique char¬ 


acter where 72 of those people work, and for what? For 
105 cramped, expensive houses and flats jammed in to¬ 
gether which would only provide what the Planning Of¬ 
ficer himself described as ‘a poor living environment for 
new residents’, far from what our younger generations 
deserve. 

That St Michael’s Trading Estate deserves a better fu¬ 
ture is not in doubt; but the way to achieve it - if Hay¬ 
ward & Co are unwilling to grasp the opportunity - is 
for them to talk to those who can develop it for the long 
term benefit of everyone in and around Bridport. 

That’s our vision, and Enterprise St Michael’s Ltd is 
ready to work with the District Council and Haywards 
to that end, if the goodwill is there.

Let's make Bridport a'Living Wage Town' 


■ THE Green Party councillors on the town council 
have started a campaign to make Bridport the coun¬ 
try's first town where every employer is paying at 
least the living wage. 

This is a figure calculated by the Living Wage 
Foundation and nothing to do with George Os¬ 
borne's attempted re-branding of the minimum 
wage as a 'living wage' 

Outside London the figure stands at £7.85 per 
hour and is updated by the foundation each No¬ 
vember. In West Dorset about a quarter of employ¬ 
ees are on an hourly rate below this. 

We are proposing a motion at the full council 
meeting on September 22nd for the council to pres¬ 
sure its contractors and the employers it grants 
funds (such as the leisure centre and arts centre) to 
pay at least the living wage. Also to work with em¬ 
ployers'associations to persuade them of the merit 
of voluntarily and collectively paying the living 
wage. 

We have said this should apply to all employees of 
18 and above (except those on genuine apprentice¬ 
ship schemes that combine work and education / 
training). 

This is crucial because the Government seems to 
have launched an inexplicable vendetta against 
young workers. Those under 26 have been left out 
of the plan for a raised minimum wage and will be 
left on, by the Government's own definition, less 
than their notion of a living wage! 

Eligibility for housing benefit for 18 to 21-year- 


olds is likely to be removed in 2017. As a town we 
have an opportunity to push back against this dis¬ 
crimination. 

Obviously much more is needed to tackle the in¬ 
equality in our society but at least we could ensure 
a decent hourly rate of pay. 

People in Bridport can help in this campaign by 
accepting that the price of goods and services need 
to reflect their true cost, not be subsidised by 
poverty wages here or in sweatshops abroad. 

For many years we have been over-consuming, 
treating the Earth's resources as an inexhaustible 
treasury and workers as an input whose price is gov¬ 
erned only by the market mechanism of supply and 
demand. 

By reassuring local employers that we would hap¬ 
pily pay a higher price justified by their higher wage 
bill we can all play a part. 

The big chains however should simply absorb the 
cost by cutting shareholder dividends and exorbi¬ 
tant executive salaries. 

Members of the public are always welcome to at¬ 
tend council meetings and to ask questions or ex¬ 
press their views during the democratic half-hour 
available at the start of the meeting. They can re¬ 
main in listening mode for the remainder of the 
meeting. If you want to come along to back this 
campaign the meeting starts at 7pm upstairs in the 
Town Hall on Tuesday, September 22nd.

A seven metre long illustrated timeline about 
democracy from its beginning in Ancient Greece 
through to the present day, following events in 
Western Europe, Britain and Bridport, now hangs 
in the foyer.

ENTHRALLING singer Sam Merrick joins pi¬ 
anist Philip Clouts at the Bridport Arts Centre 
Jazz Cafe in an exploration of the vast cata¬ 
logue of Frank Sinatra's lesser-known works 
over his expansive career, in what is his Cen¬ 
tenary Year. 

Sam Merrick, originally hailing from Dorset, 
is a singer of growing repute. He has ap¬ 
peared on BBC Radio 2 and toured the UK 
with the renowned Nick Ross Orchestra, and 
performed with his other projects on the UK 
Jazz Circuit at prestigious venues including 
London's Vortex Jazz Club. The Dorset Echo 
was struck by his "superbly seductive 
singing" 

Philip Clouts is taking some time away from 
his Quartet project, which is about to launch 
a new CD with a tour of England and Scot¬ 
land, to accompany Sam's vocals. Philip has 
been praised in Musician magazine for his 
"consummate musicianship" and the Ob¬ 
server said "Clouts makes the piano sound 
exactly right for each piece" 

Frank Sinatra was one of the most popular 


entertainers of the 20th century, forging a ca¬ 
reer as an award-winning singer and film 
actor. Born in New Jersey in 1915, Frank Sina¬ 
tra rose to fame singing big band numbers. 
In the ’40s and '50s, he had a dazzling array 
of hit songs and albums and went on to ap¬ 
pear in dozens of films, winning an Oscar for 
From Here to Eternity. He left behind a mas¬ 
sive catalog of work that includes iconic 
tunes like Fly Me To The Moon and I Get A 
Kick Out Of You. 

Sinatra received a Grammy Lifetime 
Achievement Award and headlined the 1965 
Newport Jazz Festival with Count Basie's Or¬ 
chestra. The 1960s also marked his Las Vegas 
debut, where he continued on for years as a 
main attraction at Caesars Palace. As a found¬ 
ing member of the "Rat Pack," alongside 
Sammy Davis Jr. and Dean Martin, Sinatra 
came to epitomize the hard-drinking, wom¬ 
anizing, gambling swinger—an image con¬ 
stantly reinforced by the popular press and 
Sinatra's own albums. With his modern edge 
and timeless class, even the radical youth had

appeal can best be explained in the man's 
own words: "When I sing, I believe. I'm hon¬ 
est."

Electric power
